WASHINGTON—Last week Bernard Baruch, 
silver-haired head of the World War Industries 
Boa rd of 1917-13, attended a meeting of tiie 
National Defense Commission of 194U and gave 
a little talk on its work. In a fatherly way, lie 
Tcad his listeners a pointed lecture on the key 
‘weakness of the defense machinery. 
Insiders long have known that tliis weakness 
’was a too wide diffusion of authority and lack 
of coordination in administration. 
“You ha v e done a good job.” Baruch said.” 
and deserve the thanks of the country. But 
bluntly, gentlemen, it still is far short of what 
has to be done. The simple fact is that neither 
I 
ju’escnt production nor plans for future output 
are meeting our defense needs and the require­ 
ments of the British. 
“You must remember that the Axis is or­ 
ganizing the whole economic might of Europe 
and Russia for the final conquering blow. What 
w e do this winter to prepare for that onslaught 
Avill decide the fate of Britain and our country 
..next spring. It is a lot later and the situation 
'•far more desperate than you may realize. 
V 
“The people of the country are behind you 
and they want more to be done. They want the 
United States to arm to the hilt and to give the 
• utmost aid to Britain. There is no question about 
tiiat. And you must never forget that the United 
States today is the only counliv in the world 
that has an industrial .system capable of pro­ 
ducing 
simultaneously 
both 
for defense 
and 
consumer needs. 
“J he defense program, if wisely planned and 
efficiently directed, not only can save democracy 
from the totalitarian aggressors but also from 
the internal enemies of depressic.n and uneni- 
ployinent. But that can’t be done at the leisurely 
pace we are now going.’’ 
Penetrating as it vA’as, Baruch's talk missed the 
target in one major respect. The one man, above 
all others, who should have heard it was not 
present. 
He is the President of the United States, who 
has the responsibility and the power to act. 
Defense Wea kness 
The President is fully infonned of what is 
going on abroad, and the weakness of the De­ 
fense Commission have repeatedly been called 
to his attention by officials whom he trust.’. 
Briefly summarized, here are .some of the 
major defects in the National Defense Advisory 
Commission and its cooperation wiili the anny 
which have been called to Roosevelt’s attention: 
1. The Defense Commission is aii adidsory 
body. It was created by executive order and has 
no statutory statu.s, no real power.<. Its chief 
functions are to ensure raw materials, help lind 
factory production, guarantee labor standards, 
and protect the consumer. But the army and 
navy can ignore its advice— unle-s the Pre.>idcnt 
personally inter\eucs. and obviously it is im­ 
possible for him to keep an eye « n everything. 
2. Even within tlie Defen.se Commu-sion it­ 
self, the organization is nebulous. Each of the 
seven comniissioncrs is independent of the others. 
I« abor Commissioner Sidney Hillman can put 
t lire ugh a set of lab. r principles-ai’d even have 
them accepted l’»y the White House, but these 
principles may be completely ignored by Pro­ 
duction Commissioner Knudscn. 
3. Much of the Defense Commission’.^ organ­ 
ization duplicated by the anny, wliich al-o has 
set up a huge .supply machirery. Part of this 
probably is nece.ssary, since the Defense C'om- 
inissicn only pas.'^es upon ordeis o\er .S.30U.UU0, 
but unquestionably there is jealoimy between the 
army and the Dcfen.se Commission. 
4. Toward the end of the election caiiipaign. 
many of the Defense ('omnii-sion's ."taff. com- 
pcsed largely of Willlnc Inu '.tcrs. became en­ 
gulfed in a A'acuum of unea incss and unccrtainitv,
